You've got a day to spare in Chile's capital city. Here's what you do

SANTIAGO HAS IT ALL. In addition to recently establishing itself as one 

of South America’s busiest financial centers, this wildly cosmopolitan city 
offers a growing contemporary culture scene and picturesque neighbor- 
hoods, such as Lastarria and Brasil, that are worthy of hours of exploration. 
Its location by the Andes (the mountain chain's snowy peaks are visible from 
most points in the city) means that fabulous—and sometimes grueling—ad- 
ventures are never too far away. Right now it’s autumn in South America, 

so skiing isn’t yet a possibility, but visits to nearby vineyards to sample some 
of the country’s best varietals couldn't be better timed. 
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Just 50 miles from Santiago, you'll 
find the Casablanca Wine Valley, 
Chile's premier white wine producer 
Do tasting tour at House Casa del 
Vino (sample the spicy pinot nor) 
Loma Larga Vineyards (the first to 
bring red grapes such as syrah to 
the valley) and Casas del Bosque (1) 
(for fragrant, mineral-rich sauvignon 
blancs), Afterward, break fora 
meal at Casa Botha for Chilean- 
Italian fusion, 


Take aphoto tour ofthe stylish 
Lastarria neighborhood with Foto 
Ruta and experience Santiago's 
stunning architectural heritage 
Then grab late lunch at Café del 
‘Museo before tackling the collection 
at Museo de Artes Visuales next 
door. Finally stroll through Parque 
Forestal witha cone of homemade 
ice cream from Emporio La Rosa; try 
‘one of the refreshing flavors such as 
rose or orange-ginger 





Take a morning bike up San 
Cristobal Hill for avesome 
views. Then head off to Cajén del 
‘Maipo, an hour from the capital, 
where urban dwellers commune 
with the outdoors via natural hot 
springs, horseback riding, zip-lining 
and mare. Cap off the night with 
some stargazing at Observatorio 
Pailalén—Chile has some of the 
clearest skies onthe planet. 








Stop inat the famed Mercado 
Central for fish, La Vega Central 
for fresh local fruits and Pueblito 
Los Dominicos for handcrafted 
souvenirs.

A pair of world travelers follow an unexpected path to 


Machu Picchu. ay ARCHANA RAM 
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IT MAY HAVE BEEN the unpasteur- 
ized cheese at the market—or 
maybe it was the raw egg in our 
pisco sours. Either way, getting 
salmonella poisoning in Peru was 
not the way my boyfriend and I 
intended to kick off our 13-month 
journey around the world. 

Because Peru was the first coun- 
try on ouritinerary, we approached 
itwith extra gusto—street food!

one week in when we contracted 
salmonella poisoning, spent two

Machu Picchu that we had booked 
months before. 

There was no chance we'd 
leave without seeing the famous 
landmark, so we turned to our hos- 
telmates for suggestions. As they 
explained, there are many more 
(and cheaper) ways to get to Machu 
Picchu: ones that pass through hot 
springs, others that traverse high- 
altitude trails and even a one-day 
train ride, So we went for the most 
adventurous-sounding option—a 
jungle trek to the peak 

With eight other backpackers, 
we sped down hills on mountain 
bikes, hiked the Inca Trail, zip- 
lined seven consecutive lines and 
white-water rafted the Urubamba 
River, all in pursuit of the Incan 
mountain. And despite feeling 
disheveled and bleary-eyed when 
we took the 4.a.m, bus to the gates 
of Machu Picchu on day four, I 
wouldn't have had it any other way. 
We watched a thick fog blanket 
the mountain and slowly fade away 
to reveal the iconic silhouette at 
dawn, It was every bit as serene 
and powerful as people say it is, 
and navigating through Peru's 
various landscapes to get there 
offered a unique way to connect to 
the sacred land. 

Iwouldn’t say the journey was 
more important than the destina- 
tion, but our last-minute decision 
set the tone for our trip. In Peru 
offered variety and adventure, 
along with a valuable lesson to 
carry throughout the year.

On exam he had 
point tenderness to the medial side of the left knee (medical lingo: inner side). An X-ray 
showed severe arthritis of the knee (X-ray on the left), Patient started receiving treatments 

at The Center for Regenerative Medicine. Today he is feeling better (X-ray on the right). 





‘This is how it works: The physician introduces Cell Therapy into damaged, arthritic 

cells by means of a precise injection. This process is followed by several other modalities, 
including Collateral Arcery Flow Exercises (C.A.FE.), in order to accelerate the process. 
Depending on tissue damage, severity of the condition and the size of the joint that needs 
to be injected, people usually need a series of 1 to 6 treatments to improve.

Streaming TV content obviously 
isn’t new. Roku first began offer- 
ing Netflix subscribers a device to 
stream shows and movies to their 
televisions in 2008, and it now offers 
access to a wide range of streaming 
sites, as does Apple TV. Later this 
year, you'll even be able to watch 
HBO without being a cable sub- 
scriber; the service is expected to 
cost about $15 a month. CBS has a 
similar service, and Sony is report- 
edly getting in on the action, too 

Slingis unique becauseit’s backed 
bya pay-TV company acknowledging 
that the future of television viewer- 
ship is bearing down and—gasp!— 
may not include the traditional cable 
box or satellite dish. Sling’s target 
demographic is the roughly 10 mil- 
lion (mostly younger) viewers who 
have broadband Internet service but 
not a pay-TV subscription—though 
some point out that its program- 
ming may miss the millennial mark. 

Others are simply fed up with 
cable and satellite providers: Busi- 
ness Insiderhas reported that nearly 
5 million viewers ditched their sub- 
scriptions between 2008 and 2013. 
It doesn’t help their cause that the 
big pay-TV companies don’t have 
the best reputations when it comes 
to value and customer service 
(though higher prices are driven 



































in part by fees charged by content 
companies). Meanwhile, the sale 
of streaming media players grew 
by more than 50 percent in 2013 to 
reach nearly 15 million units, accord- 
ing to the research firm SNL Kagan, 

Sling CEO Roger Lynch acknowl- 
edges that there is some concern 
about cannibalizing Dish’s current 
pay-TV customers, so the product 
truly is aimed at millennials and i 
initially being offered ona rolling ba- 
sis to those who signed up for an in- 
vitation online. “It’s something that 
we thought internally was a good 
idea,” he says, “but I don’t think in 
my wildest dreams we expected the 
kind of reaction that we had at CES.” 
A marketing campaign is not in the 
works—itjust hasn't been necessary. 

Lynch says Sling will be pursuing 
other network partnerships, but the 
planisnevertoofferall of them:“Then 
you're just replicating the big pay TV 
bundle, and that’s not our strategy.” 

Arik Hanson, a marketing consul- 
tant in Minneapolis, is not Sling’s 
target customer, but he might end up 
as one of them: He quit Dish about 
three years ago, and he and his fam- 
ily haven't looked back.’They havean 
HD antenna and use Netflix, Hulu 
and iTunes for their programming. 

“Other than the live sports thing 
for me, which has been an adjust- 
ment, it’s forced us to be better 
viewers. Before, I'd sit down at 8 
p.m, and just watch whatever was 
‘on—and sometimes it was garbage. 
Now I only watch stuff I really want 
to watch,” Hanson says. “It was a 
piece of cake,” he says of the switch.

in Atlanta, pacvious pace: 
‘Aschool portrait of 
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RALPH DE LA VEGA TELLS his life story the same way 
each time. Watch his keynotes and commencement ad- 
dresses on YouTube and a pattern develops: Same turns 
of phrase. Same cadences. With some CEOs, this might 
feel trite, like a band using the identical set list and stage 
banter night after night. But de la Vega delivers his nar- 
rative with such sincerity and conviction that it grows 
stronger with each telling. In that dusty old genre known 
as “the American success story,” his is a modern classic. 


He recounts it again on a foggy afternoon in North Atlanta’s Lenox Park 
neighborhood, home to AT&T's Mobile and Business Solutions arm, which de la 
Vega has led since the company merged the two divisions late last year. Seated 
ina small conference room, the 62-year-old telecom lifer explains that in the 
afiermath of the Cuban revolution, his parents decided to defect to the United 
States with him and his sister. After al, signs of Castro’s tightening grip were 
everywhere: Businesses, including his father’s food distribution company, had 
been nationalized. Neighbors spied on one another. At school, children were 
asked if they believed in God or Castro. “If we answered God,” says de la Vega, 
“we were told, ‘Then ask God for an ice cream cone. You're not going to get one. 
But if you ask Castro, he'll give you one? My parents said, We don’t want to 
raise our children in this environment, so they made the ultimate sacrifice” 

In July 1962, the de la Vegas arrived at the airport in Havana. An official 
examined their papers, paused, then said, “Only the boy can go.” At the time, de 
Ja Vega was 10 years old, Forced to make an unimaginable decision on the spot, 
his father chose to send him ahead, arranging for his son to stay witha young 
Cuban couple in Miami until the rest of the family could get their departure 
documents in order. “I remember my father telling me that it was like I was 
going toa sleepover,” says de la Vega, “and that he would see me in a few days.” 

So the boy went, arriving in Miami with only a pack of Chiclets in his pocket. 
‘The couple, Ada and Arnaldo Baez, met de la Vega at the airport and brought 
him back to their cramped apartment. “I was scared,” says dela Vega. “I didn't 
speak English and neither did the Baezes, who themselves had just arrived

school, got my mechanical engineer- 
ing degree and the rest is history.” 

Jump to 2015 and de la Vega is 
leading AT&T's efforts to diversify. 
With the cellphone market facing a 
dearth of new customers, the nation’s 
second-largest mobile provider after 
Verizon wants to connect everything 
else, most notably homes and cars. 
In 2011, AT&T and a group of spon- 
sors invested $100 million to open a 
series of Foundry innovation centers 
around the country—high-end tinker 
spaces where developers turn every- 
day objects into connected platforms. 
Similar experiments are taking place 
at AT&I’s Drive Studio in Atlanta. Opened in Janu- 
ary 2014, the 5,000-square-foot garage works with 
auto manufacturers such as Audi, Tesla and GM to 
make cars more seamlessly wireless. 

Rather than focus on incrementally adding wire- 
less subscribers the way some carriers do, AT&T 
is thinking big and trying to convince consumers 
and businesses that they have more wireless needs 
than ever before. Analyst firms such as Jackdaw 
Research have lauded AT&Tasan industry leader in 
innovation, but the mobile market is competitive, 
and some wonder if these high-tech bets will pay 
off.“Is [AT&T's] strategy too broad?” asked telecom 
consultant Jim Patterson in a recent piece for the 
industry news site RCRWireless. “Is it spreading 
itself too thin?” 

But de la Vega is optimistic. “We were the first 
carrier to invest early in growth areas such as con- 
nected cars and the Internet of things,” he says. 
“Those areas are going to continue to grow. For 
the Internet of things, the forecast for 2020 is like 
25 billion connected things. We think it’s a good 
opportunity.”

In the meantime, de la Vega enrolled in school, learned 
English and watched his foster parents work their way into Miami’s fledgling 
Cuban middle class. 

When his real parents finally arrived in 1966, de la Vega was forced to start 
over again. Only this time he played the role of the caretaker, helping his 
family assimilate and earning money working at a garment factory. Though 
he was a math and science whiz, who dreamed of being an engineer, de la Vega 
cided to drop out of high school and enroll in vocational school to take 
mechanics classes after a counselor told him he'd never make it in college. But 
when his grandmother, a former schoolteacher, arrived from Cuba, she caught 

vind of his career choice and set him straight. “She told me not to let anyone put 
limitations on what I could achieve," says de la Vega. “So I graduated from high

Into this flurry of acquisitior 
stepped de la Vega, at the time Cingular’s chief 
operating officer. After receiving an engineering 
degree from Florida Atlantic University in 1974, 
dela Vega had worked his way up through the Bell 
System, starting as a facility engineer at Southern 
Bell in Miami. In the late-80s, he got his MBA from 

Northern Illinois University and then cut his teeth, 
managerially speaking, on a series of challenging 
roles for BellSouth. As president of broadband and 
Internet service, he grew the company’s subscriber 
base from 30,000 in 1999 to more than 600,000 in 
2001. Under his leadership, BellSouth Latin America 


and rebranding 














made a profit for the first time ever. 

“Lnever backed away from a challenge,” says de la Vega, adding that his 
grandma’s advice was ringing in his ears when he was tasked to integrate 
Cingular Wireless and AT&T Wireless—at the time the largest all-cash merger 
in US. history. When the dust settled in 2007, de la Vega became head of the 
newly formed AT&T Mobility. One of his very first projects helped transform 
the company into the innovation powerhouse it is today. 

“The iPhone deal started when I was at Cingular,” says de la Vega. “We had 
worked with Steve Jobs on a little-known phone called the ROKR—the first to 
carry ‘Tunes—so when he called 
me with questions about Apple’s 
very first smartphone, | perked 
up.” De la Vega was one of the 
first to see a working prototype 
of the iPhone. The late Jobs— 
who he describes variously asa 
“genius? “tough negotiator” and 
“often very charming”—made de la Vega sign an nondisclosure agreement that 
forbade him from talking about the phone with even his wife and two sons. 

Dela Vega’s enthusiasm convinced ATS&1’s upper brass to bet on the iPhone 
sight unseen, and the rest is history. AT&T was the exclusive carrier of the 
iPhone until 2011 and learned invaluable lessons from partnering with Jobs and 
Apple. “What the iPhone engrained in me and the company is that we can get to 
the future first,” says de la Vega. “We can do things that change the industry.”

In Antigua Guatemala, Parque Central bustles with activ- 
ity: A man ina Rolling Stones T-shirt sells colorful helado, 
or ice cream, in front of the Baroque-style main fountain; 
children scamper past the cathedral that anchors the ver- 
dant square; a horse-drawn carriage clops down the wide 
cobblestone street. Vendors in native garb sell baskets and 
zigzagged textiles under purple-hued jacaranda trees, while 
a group of Americans practices their Spanish on a bench 
with local coffee in hand. Nearby, a guitarist starts in on 
“Vamos a la Playa” and a garishly painted American Blue 
Bird school bus belches smoke as it grumbles out of town. 
To the south, the Volcan de Agua (Water Volcano) rises high 
above the historic city, its green summit hidden behind 
clouds. Meanwhile, in the west, a pair of volcanic peaks 
stands tall: Acatenango competes with its sister Volcan de 
Fuego (Fire Volcano), which constantly belches steam and 
gas and lends aslightly sin 
terovertone to the otherwise 
sunny landscape. 

The history of this colo- 
nial gem is intimately tied 
to the trio of volcanoes and 
their earth-shaking tenden- 
cies: Once the capital of a 
sprawling Spanish colony, 
Antigua suffered two dev- 
astating earthquakes in the 
18th century, driving the 
government to nearby Gua- 
temala City. Today, Antigua 
preserves a stunning assort- 
ment of Baroque buildings 
that escaped the ravages of 
earthquakes and eruptions— 
as well as heaps of atmo- 
spheric ruins that didn’t fare 
so well—that have led to the 
city being named a uNESco. 
World Heritage Site. 

Intimately sized and 
constructed on an easy-to- 
navigate grid, Antigua is 
the perfect walking city. As

Valparaiso, Chile

While Chile’s exotic landscapes of Patagonia and the Atacama 
Desert tend to capture much of the world’s attention, the uxEsco 
World Heritage port city of Valparaiso is an under-the-radar 
ituated on the central coast two hours west of Santiago, 
poetically sloping streets of colorful, corrugated metal- 
sided houses are worth more than a quick detour. The town is 
currently seeing the benefits of a $75 million urban development 
program that culminated in 2012: Funky new boutique hotels, 
museums and restaurants are taking over swaths of some of the 
city’s 45 hilltops, or cerros, which are traversed via a network of 
more than a dozen funicular elevators, called ascensors, which 
date to the late 9th century. 

On Cerro Alegre, developers spent $5 million to restore a 
national monument and turn it into the luxe 23-room Palacio 
Astoreca, now a Relais & Chateaux property with a chic spa and 
design-driven ethos. The hotel’s restaurant, Alegre, is run by 
Chilean-born chef Francisco Araya—who worked with Ferran 
Adria of elBulli and was awarded a Michelin star for his restau- 
rant 81—and serves 12-course tasting menus that draw inspira- 
tion from Chilean, Spanish and Japanese cuisine. Just down the 
famed Paseo Yugoslavo,a cobblestone promenade with some of 
the finest views of the bay, is the Museo de Bellas Artes, a new 
art museum in the Palacio Baburizza, an art nouveau 1916 palace 
that underwent a 13-year renovation, 

Other small hotels are taking advantage of Valparaiso’s views. 
Casa Higueras,a 20-room hotel set ina five-floor mansion, drapes 
the hillside with terraces and a garden level with an infinity 
pool that stares out over the bay. At the minimalist, nine-room 
Zerohotel, four terraces were installed amid the shade of almond 
trees to create ideal viewpoints for sunrise espressos or sunset 
pisco sours. 

While you're in Valpo, consider a street art tour and take time 
to check out Cerro Concepcién, where dozens of local designers 
and artists have recently opened shops and galleries, includ- 
ing Bazar La Pasi6n, with its well-curated selection of elegant 
women’s fashions. The city also makes a great home base for 
excursions to the neighboring resort town of Vitia del Mar, and 
it’s within striking distance of Casablanca Valley wineries and 
Pablo Neruda’s house museum at Isla Negra. —N.<. 
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Paraty, Brazil

Though it sits almost halfway between the megacities of Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo on Brazil’s Costa Verde, the beautifully 
preserved Portuguese colonial town of Paraty could not be more 
of a contrast. Beneath emerald-green hills covered with Atlan- 
tic rain forest, the laid-back town’s cobbled streets, which are 
free of cars and lined with one-story whitewashed buildings, 
are the perfect contrast to the urban hustle and never-ending 
traffic elsewhere in Brazil. The town attracts an eclectic mix of 
backpackers, weekenders from Rio and international jet setters. 

Near the tranquil, sailboat-lined harbor, many of the historic 
buildings that help give the town its uNesco World Heritage 
designation are being turned into boho-chie hotels, including 
the nine-room Casa Turquesa, which is set in a restored 18th- 
century townhouse and boasts an internal courtyard with a 
pool and views of the town’s seafront, churches and clay-tiled 
roofs from every room. Historic villas-turned-vacation rentals 
are also available for groups: Casa Cairucu is accessed only by 
boat, and the lofi-style Casa Colonial features three bedrooms 
and a private plunge pool. 

Radiating out from Praga da Matriz.are dozens of smalll ca- 
{és and galleries to explore. In a colonial house overlooking the 
square is Punto Divino, which serves coastal Italian seafood 
made from what the owner catches in his own nets. Worth a 
quick stop is the Casa da Cultura, which occupies a house that 
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dates to 1754 and has permanent exhibitions of local culture, 
such as the flower and sawdust carpets that blanket the town 
during Corpus Christi celebrations. And no matter what time of, 
year you visit, there’s likely some lively event taking over the 
town, On the Saturday of Carnival is the annual Bloco de Lama, 
or Mud Block, where attendees cover themselves in mud and 
carry skulls as they walk through town to scare off evil spirits. 
In July, there's Flip, a literary festival that attracts big-name 
international authors for readings and caipirinha-fueled par- 
ties. At Paraty Em Foco, exhibitions, workshops and discussions 
highlight the latest contemporary photographic trends at what 
has become one of the industry's most important event 

Outside of Paraty, get out to explore the 365 or so islands scat- 
tered throughout Ilha Grande Bay that are protected by the Brazil- 
ian government and mostly uninhabited. You can charter a boat 
or travel by sea kayak or standup paddleboard to wander desolate 
beaches where rustic shacks sell fried fish or snorkel with sea 
turtles amid the turquoise seas of Ilha dos Meros.—N.¢. 






















San Miguel de Allende, Mexico

IfSan Miguel de Allende were a movie, it would bea classic fairy 
tale made into an indie sleeper hit that’s finally gaining cultlike 
status. There's the setting: cobblestone streets, beautiful multi- 
spired pink cathedral and colorful century-old mansions nestled 
in the mountains of Central Mexico. There's the year-round near- 








perfect weather and a local populace proud of its heritage and 
eager to share the colonial city with visitors. It’s no wonder that 
in the past 50 years, thousands of American and Canadian ex- 
pats have settled in San Miguel, attracted to its laid-back lifestyle 
of drawn-out lunches on sunny patios and afternoon siestas. 

Now, with the opening of a handful of new boutique hotel 
farm-to-table restaurants and chic bars, the uNesco World Her 
tage Site is waking up from its sleepy repute and attracting a 
new generation of travelers. One property that’s almost single- 
handedly helping to make this happen is Hotel Matilda, which 
fuses contemporary style witha touch of whimsy anda museum- 
worthy art collection. Peppered throughout the 32-room hotel 
are impressive pieces and installations by the likes of Bosce 
Aldo Chaparro and Spencer ‘Tunick. In 2012, its avid art collector 
and hotel owner launched the first annual San Miguel Art festi- 
s, tequila tastings, hot air balloon 
art tours in private home and an all-night DJ dance party. 

You can find art everywhere in San Miguel, including within 
a converted textile factory called Fabrica La Aurora, which is 
now home to working artist studios, galleries, antiques shops 
and restaurants. Wander the ancient cobblestone alleys in San 
Miguel's center and you might come across a boutique where 
the designer puts a new spin on a local tradition or craft, At 
Recreo, for example, skilled artisans weave delicate cashmeres, 
silks, linens and wools imported from New Zealand and Italy 
to reinvented serapes, the traditional blanketlike shawls 
worn over the shoulders by local women. Nearby at Mixta, you'll 

































find quirky trinkets with a local edge, including voleanic rock 
mortars called molcajetes and ornate tin accessories. Another 
relatively new hotel is Rosewood San Miguel, which takes its 
architectural cues from traditional Mexican haciendas—think 
a central courtyard, arched 
doorways and lavender-scented 
gardens. Head to the rooftop bar, 
Luna, for Oaxacan-style tapas 
paired with tamarind margari- 
tas and panoramic city views. 
For acerveza with locals, stop 
at La Sirena Gorda, a cantina 
with an old-school vibe accen- 
tuated by faded walls, swinging 
doors and a boisterous crowd.

After landing on the central coast in Lima, most people assume 
they'll need to catch an extra flight to Cuzco in the Andes or Iq 
tos in the Amazon to see some of Peru’s major attractions. That's 
not the case. A three-and-a-half-hour drive from the capital is Pa- 
racas,an up-and-coming desert resort and base for countless ad- 
venture and cultural activities. An earthquake devastated much 
of the region in 2007, but it has since bounced back in a big way. 

Fronting Paracas Bay at the edge of the 828,000-acre Paracas 
National Reserve, half a dozen new resorts have risen in the past 
few years. Designed by famed architect Bernardo Fort-Brescia, the 
posh Libertador Hotel Paracas, a Luxury Collection hotel, has set 
the benchmark for indulgence, with its full-service spa, numerous 
restaurants and private plunge pool suites. Also just opened is the 
115-room Aranwa Resort and Spa, where pools rise right up to the 
edge of the patios of the first-floor rooms. 

Most first-time visitors here also will take a half-day excursion 
tothe Islas Ballestas, a sort of miniature Galapagos with colonies 
of sea lions, Nazca boobies, Humboldt penguins and migrating 
seabirds. Elsewhere within the reserve are secluded beaches, such 
as La Mina or Mendieta—and some of South America’s best kite 
surfing happens right in the bay. Nearby sand dunes are ripe with 
adventure activities, from sand-boarding down the Huacachina 
oasis and dune buggy rides deep into the desert.

Paracas also serves as a base for exploring the nearby town 
of Iea, which happens to be the center of Peru's 
Many of the bodegas—such a: 
the Demonio de los Andes brand of pisco—welcome visitors 
for tours and tastings of the national spirit, At Pisco Portén’s 
La Caravedo bodega, which dates to 1684 and is believed to be 
the oldest distillery in the Americas, visitors get an in-depth 
look at the fermentation process for making the very smooth 
mosto verde style of pisco.

The best way to explore is to rent a car and hit the winding 
roads, keeping an eye out for the wild horses that roam evet 
where, The beaches are a must, and there are dozens to sample, 
including Punta Arenas (great for snorkeling), Playa Negra (a 
black sand beach) and La Chiva (miles of white sand). At night, 
takea kayak tour of Puerto Mosquito,a bioluminescent bay filled 
with dinoflagellates that emit light when disturbed, making the 
water glow a magical blue as the boats glide through. 

Fora private view of the beach, check in at El Blok, which 
overlooks the Caribbean Sea. The stylish, ecofriendly hotel made 
asplash when it opened in the town of Esperanza last November, 
in large part because its dinner-only restaurant is helmed by 
superstar Puerto Rican chef Jose Enrique. For a room witha dif- 
ferent type of view, head inland fora stay in one of the middle- or 
upper-level Casa Solaris lofts at the architecturally innovative 
Hix Island House; the open-air design provides a gorgeous sun- 
rise panorama from the comfort of your bed. Or settle into Loft 
Matisse with its private rooftop deck and watch the stars light 
up the sky on clear nights, 

Despite Vieques’ small size, it offers plenty of dining options, 
LaGran Parada has the best mofongo—a Puerto Rican dish of gar- 

icky mashed green plantains and meat or seafood—on the island; 
‘Tin Boxis the spot for Sunday brunch (don’t miss the home-cured 
bacon); Coqui Fire Cafe serves amazing fall-off-the-bone carnitas, 
made even better with a drizzle of homemade hot sauce; and the 
food trucks in the Esperanza beach parking lot sell killer fried 
street food such as papas rellenas (stuffed mashed potato balls) 
and pastelillos (dough pockets filled with seafood, beef orchicken). 

History buffs looking for a dose of culture can make their 
way to the town of Isabel II, on the north coast, to visit the Fort 
in Conde de Mirasol, the last Spanish fort built in the Americas, 
and the Punta Mulas Lighthouse, which offers a wonderful view

Colonia del Sacramento, Uruguay 





Aone-hour ferry ride across the Rio dela Plata from Buenos Aires 
and few hours’ drive from Montevideo, Colonia del Sacramento is 
a town stuck in time. Anchoring the city is the Barrio Historic, 
the original, irregular street plan built by the Portuguese that is 
now a uNEsco World Heritage Site. Here, azulejo tiles cover the 
walls of centuries-old buildings and vintage autos take up most 
of the parking spaces—they’re sometimes even used as planters, 
The once faded town, distinguished by its layers of architecture 
that formed as the town changed hands between the Spanish 
and Portuguese again and again, is slowly transitioning into the 
modern era without losing its charm. Instead of tacky gift shops, 
cafés and art galleries increasingly are becoming the norm, Get 
the best panoramic views of the town center by climbing the 
\ding stairs of El Faro, a lighthouse built in 1857 over the ruins 
of the San Francisco convent. 

With its original stone walls and cobbled courtyard, Hotel La 
Mision in a 20-year-old Spanish-built mansion is one of several 
distinctive boutique hotels in the town center, More modern 
developments have been erected near the river, including the styl- 
ish Charco Hotel, which has seven individually decorated rooms 
outfitted with white leather armchairs and modern perks such 
as iPod docks. At Charco's minimalist ro, which incorporates 





























produce from its own garden, you can sample gourmet versions 
of the iconic chivito sandwich made with filet mignon or salmon 
agnolotis with lemongrass cream. Or enjoy regional cheeses and 
traditional dishes made with products from the surrounding 
farmland paired with Uruguay's surprisingly palatable wines at 
Buen Suspiro, all while soaking in the cobblestone-laden Calle 
de los Suspiros. There's now even an artisanal brewpub in town, 
Barbot, with its own porters and India pale ales. 
For even more serenity, the countryside beckons, and it’s 
almost entirely undiscovered by 
international tourists. Just out- 
side of town is Bodega Bernardi, 
a family-run winery that dates 
to 1892, or stay the night at the 
rustic 12-acre ranch of El Galope, 
near Colonia Suiza, a unique 
community that blends the tra- 
ditions of Uruguayan gauchos 
and Swiss German immigrants.

bean Sea. Stick around long enough and you also can explore 
one of the largest underground cave systems in the world, 
three phosphorescent bays that draw awestruck visitors to see 
their glittering sparkle on nighttime kayak tours and compe- 
tition-class surfing on the west coast, especially in the town 
of Rincén, Couples, families and independent travelers on the 
hunt foran adrenaline rush can zipline, mountain bike, sea 
kayak or windsurf, either on their own or with the assistance 
of a knowledgeable and skilled guide. 

All that outdoor time can work up an appetite and make 
you thirsty, but don’t worry, Puerto Rican chefs and mixol-

all specializing in contemporary interpretations of island 
ingredients and recipes. You also can take a quick road trip to 
the mountain town of Guavate for mouth-watering spit-roast- 
ed pork, called lechén—a local favorite—or meander your way 
west to the seafood shacks along the southwestern coast of. 
the island. No matter where you choose to sit down at the table, 
expect accompaniments of plantains, either maduros (sweet) 
or tostones (smashed and fried) and rice and beans. Other local 
specialties include mofongo, a mashed plantain concoction 
stuffed with your choice of beef, chicken, pork or seafood. If 
it’s your sweet tooth that needs to be satisfied, head to Ponce, 
Puerto Rico's “Pearl of the South.” There, just off the town’s 
main plaza, join locals who have lined up day and night for the 
past 51 years to order novel flavors (including passion fruit, 
peanut and soursop) of home-style ice cream at cream.

Beyond the mountains of western South Dakota, 
across 400 miles of prairie and farmland, research- 
ers in the landlocked college town of Brookings 
are developing high-protein food for fish farms. 
Factory workers at Daktronics, in the same eastern 
South Dakota city, make the scoreboards and digi- 
tal displays used at most National Football League 
and Major League Baseball stadiums. 

In Sioux Falls, South Dakota's largest city, sev- 
eral of the nation’s largest banks have operation 
centers that employ thousands of people. And 
large, regional health care systems are seeking 
cures for diabetes and breast cancer and helping 
researchers in the Netherlands unlock the myster- 
ies of human genetics. 

South Dakota might be best known forthe moun- 
tain carving of four presidents at Mount Rushmore, 
vast agricultural production and pheasant hunt- 
ing. But there is a lot more to the state’s economy. 
“think people are surprised by the diversity of 
industry here,” Governor Dennis Daugaard says. 

Professional site selectors generally are aware 
of the state’s business-friendly environment, 
Daugaard says, but other business executives often 
have tobe enlightened.

Rich Naser is the executive director of the Tech- 
nology Business Center, which helped DocuTAP 
get started in Sioux Falls. What stands out about 
South Dakota’s economy is its breadth, he says. 
“It’s a broad, diverse economy that’s growing in all 
sectors,” Naser says. “Our biggest challenge right 
nowis people” 

Specifically, the challenge is finding enough 
people to fill all the open jobs. South Dakota has a 
statewide unemployment rate of about 3.3 percent. 
Therate in growing cities is lower. It’s 27 percent 
Sioux Falls, for example. 

Gov. Daugaard teamed up recently with T. Denny 
Sanford, a South Dakota businessman and philan- 
thropist, to create a $50-million scholarship pro- 
gramealled Build Dakota. The program will provide 
fullscholarships to students who pursue degrees 
needed fieldsat the state's four technical institutes. 

Meanwhile, companies and civic organizations 
across the state also have implemented their own 
workforce-development programs. For example, 
Raven Industries Inc.,a high-tech manufacturerin 
Sioux Falls, has opened development offices on the 
campuses of two state universities with engineer- 
1g programs: South Dakota School of Mines and 
‘Technology in Rapid City and South Dakota State 
University in Brookings. 





























“We can’t imagine not doing business in 
South Dakota,” Raven president and CEO Dan 
Rykhus says. “In South Dakota, we have a true 
pro-business climate.” 

Ravenisa publicly traded company that employs 
about 1,250 people, including 900 in Sioux Falls. 
It is known for making large, inflatable char- 
acters for events such as the Macy’s Thanks- 
giving Day Parade in New York City. However, 
a bigger part of its business involves making 
products such as electronics used in agricultural 
‘equipment, engineered films for covering materials 
and balloons for research, communication and 
military surveillance. 

Sioux Falls started outgrowing its heavy 
economic reliance on the John Morrell & Co. meat- 
packing plant in the early 1980s after Citibank 
moved its credit card operations there from New 
York. Today, in addition to Citi, several other large 
banking companies have substantial operations in 
Sioux Falls. They include Wells Fargo & Co., Capital 
‘One and PREMIER Bankcard, which is owned by 
‘T. Denny Sanford. 

Health care is an even larger employer than 
banking, however. Sanford Health is based in 
Sioux Falls and employs about 8,600 people in the 
area, making it the city’s largest employer. Its 
regional competitor, Avera Health, employs 
6,077 people in Sioux Falls, andis the city’s second- 
largest employer. 

Asa regional hub that serves parts of Minnesota 
and Iowa as well as much of South Dakota, Sioux 
Falls also has a well-developed service sector, in- 
cluding retail shopping centers.

Inaddition to its primary serviceareasin South 
Dakota, North Dakota and Minnesota, Sanford 
Health has clinics in a few other states and also in 
Baja, Mexico, and Ghana. 

Fred Slunecka, chief operating officer at Avera 
Health, points out that South Dakota is a net im- 
porter of patients.

‘The Washington Pavilion of Arts and Science, 
once the city’s first high school, is one of the only 

ities in the world that brings together visual 
arts, performing arts and interactive science and 
educational opportunities under one roof. Within 
Washington Pavilion, Kirby Science Discovery 
Center has more than 100 interactive exhibits 
that engage families in brainy fun. Artifacts and 
16 large-scale murals portray pioneer prairie life at 
the Old Courthouse Museum and the building in 
which they are housed, constructed of local Sioux 
quartzite stone in the 1890s, isa worthy attraction 
its own right. 
The 26-mile Sioux Falls Bike Trail loops past 
Yankton Trail Park, site of the free Sioux Falls Jazz 
and Blues Fest. Also in the park, Sertoma Butter- 
fly House and Marine Cove is well loved by kids 
and parents for its aquatic animal touch pool and 
indoor garden. 

Fifty miles north of Sioux Falls, in the col- 
lege town of Brookings, South Dakota State U 
versity draws visitors with its unique campus 
museums, The 7,000-piece permanent collection 
of the South Dakota Art Museum showcases prai- 
rie life paintings and illustrations of native son 
Harvey Dunnaswell as works by Oscar Howe and 
contemporary fine art prints in the Cockerline 
Collection. The South Dakota Agricultural Heri- 
tage Museum highlights the state's agrarian roots. 

‘Just adjacent to campus, stroll through 70 
creatively—and beautifully—manicured acres of 
botanic gardens at McCrory Gardens, where mas- 
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idren try their hand at 


tergardeners lead tours and explain in detail the 
plant life that shapes the landscape. This year 
marks the gardens’ 5oth anniversary, which will 
be celebrated on August 7. 

Brooking’s top family-fun attraction (and one 
of the best in the state) is the Children’s Museum 
of South Dakota. At the museum, kids can feel the 
thrill of coming face-to-snout with a life-sized, 
roaring, animatronic T. rex family and get in 
touch with their creative side by painting, mak- 
ing music and trying out other art forms. The mu- 
seum also provides kids fun ways to learn about 
the natural history of South Dakota through in- 
teractive exhibits about the weather, plants and 
animals of the state’s prairie landscape. 

In Aberdeen, 95 miles northwest of Water- 
town, wide-eyed kids meet their favorite fairy tale 
and nursery rhyme characters at Storybook Land 
and The Land of Oz. Wylie Park attractions easily 
fill a family’s day with fishing ponds, go-carts, 
bumper boats and a pint-sized roller coaster. Stay 
overnight to visit the Dacotah Prairie Museum 
and the studios of nationally acclaimed sculptor 
Ben Victor. Downtown’s restored Art Deco-style 
Capitol Theatre, a former vaudeville house, hosts 
the fall South Dakota Film Festival in September. 

More South Dakota culture stops line the 
length of Interstate 90, In Mitchell, visit the 
iconic, onion-domed World’s Only Corn Palace. 
Each year, local artists adorn the building with 
massive murals created using corn, grain and 
native grasses. 

Rapid City is the gateway to the famed Black

Start at the Journey Museum, home to collec- 
tions that delve into the Western Great Plains’ 
geological formation, Sioux Indian culture and 
artistry and pioneer, military and mining settle- 
ment. At the Dahl Arts Center, the 191-foot Cy- 
clorama Mural illustrates America’s economic 
history and art galleries feature both traveling 
exhibits and local artists’ works, Prairie Edge Trad- 
ing Company and Galleries is the premier place to 
buy museum-quality Native American jewelry, 
beadwork, paintings and sculpture. During the 
free Landstrom’s Factory Store Tour, watch arti- 
sans handcraft jewelry from local gold. In down- 
town Rapid City, public art installations greet 
visitors on almost every corner. The City of Presi- 
dentsis a series of 421ife-sized bronze sculptures 
of our nation’s leaders, which preside over inter- 
sections. The edgy, expressive murals splashed 
across brick walls in Art Alley change often.

Explore the Outdoors 

Fresh air and wilderness fun await in South Da- 
kota’s rugged Black Hills National Forest, Custer 
State Park and Badlands National Park. 
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Named long ago by the Lakota people mako 
sica, meaning “land bad,” the craggy, soft-hued 
rock formations of the Badlands dramatically 
erupt from surrounding flat grasslands. Get ex- 
pansive, ever-changing views as you drive along 
the Badlands Scenic Byway. 

On Custer State Park's 71,000 scenic acres, 
you'll see herds of buffalo roaming freely as you 
drive the Custer Wildlife Loop—but that’s not all. 
One of the park’s five lodges, the State Game Lodge 
offers up-close bison jeep tours. Near the park's 
south end, labyrinthine Wind Cave National Park 
winds more than 143 miles underground, making 
it one of the world’s largest maze cave systems. 
And in The Needles, named for sky-piercing rock 
outcroppings, daring rock climbers seemingly 
dangle from threads as they ascend the gran- 
ite. Not a climber? Get out for a hike among the 
otherworldly rock formations or cruise along 
Needles Highway. 

Custer State Park is just one part of the 1.2 
million-acre Black Hills National Forest, a haven 
of untamed natural beauty that begs to be ex- 
plored in a number of different ways—on foot 
or horseback or by bike or car. Centennial Trail, a 
1n-mile trail, opened in honor of South Dakota’s 
100-year anniversary of statehood. Also largely 
contained within the Black Hills National Forest 
is the 109-mile George S. Mickelson Trail, built 
alongan abandoned rail route that traverses some 
seriously scenic wilderness.

This free wildlife exhibit center offers free 
instruction in archery, fishing and rock climbing. 
Itssister complex isin Sioux Falls, which, despite 
being an urban center, has its own opportunities 
for enjoying the great outdoors. 

River Greenway has gone through an extensive 
revitalization, enhancing the bike trail that pass- 
es through the city from Sixth to Ninth Streets. 
The project also includes an amphitheater, im- 
proved walking trails and seating areas that make 
the greenway a popular gathering place. 

Sports and the outdoors go hand in hand in 
South Dakota. Anglers cast their lines in Lake 
Oahe, near Pierre, and in glacial lakes dotting the 
northeast, hoping to hook the state fish, walleye, 
and other species such as northern pike, bass and 
perch, Crappie and walleye are sure catches at 
Mina Lake Recreation Area. The scenic, cold creeks 
around the town of Spearfish in the northern 
Black Hills are exceptional grounds for fly-fish- 
ing. After you catch your limit, drive the Spearfish 
Canyon Scenic Byway and stop by filming sites 
featured in Dances with Wolv 

Tucked between northeast South Dakota’s 
rivers and glacial lakes, Aberdeen is prime 
land for outdoor activities. Aberdeen Regional

History surrounds Pierre, the state’s capital 
city, through which the Missouri River flows. 
Visit Lewis and Clark sites, Fort Pierre National 
Grassland, neighborhoods of Victorian-era homes, 
the Trail of Governors sculpture walkway and the 
State Capitol, which is capped by a 96-foot-hig 
stained glass dome, 

South Dakota’s most popular attraction, drat 
ing 3 million visitors a year, is the monolithic 
sculpture of presidents Washington, Jefferson, 
Roosevelt and Lincoln carved in the granite face 
of Mount Rushmore National Memorial.

“If CEOs are worried about that, then anybody who 
aspires to succeed at any level of business has to be 
thinking about it,” says Greg Hanifee, associate dean 
for global executive MBA programs at Northwestern 
University’s Kellogg School of Management. “No 
matter what you're selling, your competitive advantage 
can be improved by understanding different cultures, 
perceptions and preferences” 

In response to this new necessity, business schools 
are making international components an important 
part of their MBA programs, complete with having 
students spend an extended period of time immersed 
in foreign countries. No longer is it enough simply to 
learn the fundamentals of marketing and finance. To 
truly thrive in the 21st-century economy, students 
need to understand the different ways that business 
operates in various parts of the world, 

The adaptations are happening fast. The Global 
MBA program at Weatherhead School of Management 
at Case Western Reserve University in Cleveland, Ohio, 
admitted its second class in January 2015. As part of 
the program, students spend a semester living and 
working in each of three countries: China, India and 
the United States. 

“We started the program in recognition of the fact 
that growth for many large companies is inevitably 
going to mean doing business in parts of the world 
that will be growing faster than the United States,” 
says Simon Peck, associate professor of management 
and Weatherhead’ associate dean. “There is a growing 
need for graduates with not just a knowledge of the 
global economy, but those that have actually lived and

Intercultural communication is essential 
to getting the right message across. 


When it comes to intercultural communication, even the 
most subtle action can sometimes speak louder than words, 
That is why itis vital for companies to understand the culture 
of a country as well as the language. Simple gestures such 

‘as making direct eye contact or even smiling broadly— 

things that are commonplace in the United States—can be 
interpreted entirely differently in other countries and have the 
potential to harm a budding business relationship. 


‘When you start doing business with people in other 
countries, you need to understand their philosophies, 

their culture, their views on the world and their values and 
principles,” says Greg Hanifee, associate dean for global 
executive MBA programs at Northwestern University’s 
Kellogg School of Management, “This isn’t a statement 
about whether one culture is better than another, That's not 
relevant. I’s just understanding that there are differences 
between the two. 


‘Asan example, Hanifee points out that the Chinese 
culture places a heavy emphasis on the long view, with 
the assumption that it takes time to build trust and 
relationships. Conversely, in the Western business world, 
there is a desire to move quickly and get to contract terms 
sooner rather than later. 





To have an understanding of that is absolutely critical in 
successfully doing business with the Chinese,” Hanifee says, 
‘Soif you goin there just with your Western point of view 
and start doing business in China, you can have quite a few 
struggles. A company can think that they know their business. 
and they know how to get things done, and then they go into 
the Chinese market and have less-than-satisfactory results. 





‘The issue has become so important that some business 
schools offer individual programs devoted specitically to 
increasing intercultural awareness. The Lauder Institute at 
the University of Pennsylvania has a cross-cultural MBA, 
MA program that focuses heavily on instruction in cultural, 
political and historic aspects of a particular country or region, 





‘We do all sorts of exercises with students to help them see 
what ways the cross-cultural dynamic is different, compared 
toifall the participants are from one culture," Lauder Institute 
director Mauro Guillén says. “A lot of it involves listening 
skills, communication skills and making sure that you're not 
doing anything that might upset the other people.

Spending a significant amount of time abroad has a profound effect, 
Peck says. “While it might not be unusual [for students] to take a trip to an- 
other country, the experience of living in India and China and working on 
projects in organizations there is different from spending a week going on 
site visits while staying at, say, the Mumbai Marriott .....A greater insight 
into the challenges of doing bu: round the globe comes from having 
gained experiences there.” 

“Twenty years ago, the global economy was very different from what 
itis today,” says Mauro Guillén, professor of international management at 
‘The Wharton School and director of ‘The Lauder Institute of Management 
& International Studies at the University of Pennsylvania. “It’s now a very 
complex, highly coordinated global economy. Mutual awareness has been 
enhanced. Understanding cultural differences is becoming even more 
important as the world has gotten smaller. It’s a phenomenon that has 
reached new heights.” 

Business schools are developing partnerships with colleges 
and corporations throughout the world, giving students the firsthand 
experiences they need to grasp the complexities of international business. 
At Washington State University’s Carson College of Business, for example, 
undergraduate students are encouraged to spend at least one semester 
studying abroad, while participants in the school’s executive MBA 
program have the opportunity to do field study ina foreign country,

A space that feels more unique to 
ATA&T is its Drive Studio in the heart 
of the Georgia Tech campus. Director 
of product development Brian Greaves 
leads the tour, first through the lobby 
area, which looks like a small auto 
dealership showroom, complete with 
silver Corvette Stingray on display. In 
the back isa garage where AT&T devel- 
ops back-end connectivity solutions for 
automakers—think voice recognition, 
navigation and Web-browsing apps that 
run on its Drive platform, 

On one side of the space sits a black 
‘Tesla Model $ that can go from oto 6oin, 
3.2seconds without a drop of gasoline. 
reaves can’t talk about what AT&T is 
developing for Elon Musk’s electric car 
company, but he says Tesla has been a 
leader in connectivity (its navigation 
system, for example, updates automati- 
cally through a cloud server). 
jreaves estimates that in 2015, 
AT&T's share of the connected car mar- 
ket will be close to 50 percent—more 
than any other carrier. In the fourth 
quarter of 2014 alone, it added 800,000 
new connected vehicles, and the com- 
pany now boasts relationships with 
eight auto manufacturers (compared 
to Verizon’s four and Sprint’s two). 

On the back wall of the garage sits 
a working display of Digital Life—the 
company’s all-digital, all-IP home se- 









































curity and automation platform. The 
small garage door—thermostat alarm 
keypad and light all can be controlled 
through your phone. The Drive Studio 
s working on ways to syne your car to 
your house so that someday when you 
turn onto your street, your garage will 
automatically open, your security sys- 
temwill be disarmed and your furnace 
can kick on. 

Inaddition to cars and homes,AT&T 
is aggressively expanding into other 
realms of theso-called Internet of things 
and now connects 2,200 different types 
of devices on its global network—from 
wearables to shipping containers to 
trash cans thataalert waste management 
companies when they're full. Phones, 
too, of course, but those are so 2014. 











FOR ALL HIS CANDOR, there are WO 
things de la Vega can’t discuss dur- 
ing our conversation. At press time, 
AT&T was awaiting FCC approval for 
its proposed $48.5 billion purchase of 
DirecTV. It wants the broadcast satel- 
lite provider's 38 million subscribers 
as well as the ability to stream content 
‘on customers’ mobile devices (video 
is another big growth area for AT&T). 

But the other topic is an elephant 
in the room: How does de la Vega feel 
about the recent softening of the re- 
lationship between the United States 
and his native country? He can’t say 
anything about it (for “political rea- 
sons,” is what I’m told by the AT&T. 
spokesperson who set up our chat). 
Many older Cuban Americans protested 
the renewed diplomatic relations, and 
de la Vega would certainly be excused 
for siding with his generation of im- 
migrants. But he’s also a businessman, 
and there’s definitely business at stake 
between the two countries. Ever the 
diplomat, he admits to listening to all 
sides of an issue, and in his personal 
and professional lives, he’s shown a 
willingness to change and sacrifice for 
the greater good. 

Whatever the case, de la Vega be- 
lieves that leaving Cuba was the right 
choice. “I run a wireless company with 
more than 120 million customers,” he 
says. “It’s ironic when you think about 
a Cuban running it. Cuba has one of 
the lowest cell penetration rates in the 
world, Had Inot come over, who knows 
what I would have done? That decision 
my parents made was tough, but it 
changed my whole trajectory.” A good
